The Sun enters Aries, March 22nd, at 11 h. 44 m. p.m., and Autumn begins. 
The Sun enters Cancer, June 21st, at 8 hours 10 minutes, and Winter begins. 
The Sun enters Libra, September 23rd, at 10 hours 40 minutes a.m., ami Spring begins. 
The Sun enters Capricornus, December 22nd, at 4 hours 35 minutes a.m., and Summer begins. 



NOTES ON THE CALENDAR. 

EPIPHANY— from the Greek word signifying " manifestation"— applied to the period when 
the Saviour was "made manifest" to the Gentiles. 

SEPTUAGESIMA. — This and the following Sundays are regarded as preparatory to the Lenten 
fast, which, counting the Sundays, is supposed to begin about forty days before Easter, hence 
called Quadragesima. The three Sundays of the weeks preceding have names significant of their 
situation, reckoning by decades, thus :— Suptuagesima (seventy days}, Sextagesima (sixty days), 
and Quinquagesima (fifty days), before Easter. 

PALM SUNDAY.— So called on account of its being intended to commemorate the day on 
which our Saviour rode into Jerusalem, the multitudes cutting palm-branches, to strew and bear 
before him. 

GOOD FRIDAY. — The adjective here employed, beautifully expressive as it unquestionably is 
is peculiar to the Church of England. Its ancient title was Holy Friday ; and the week in which 
it falls was, and still is, denominated Holy Week. 

EASTER. — This term is probably derived from a word significant of rising, and used as expres- 
sive of our Lord's resurrection. The Greek and Latin Churches call it Pascha, from a Hebrew 
word signifying "a passage" — the name given to the Jewish Passover, and appropriately applied 
to the death and resurrection of Christ (1 Cor. v. 7 ). 

ROGATION SUNDAY received its title from the Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday immedi" 
ately following, which are called "Rogation days," from the Latin rogare, "to beseech." On 
those days special prayers were appointed, as a preparation for the observance of our Saviour's 
ascension. 

WHIT SUNDAY.— The derivation of the term "Whit" is very uncertain, but the most pro- 
bable conjecture seems to be the practice of the clergy and candidates for baptism wearing white 
robes on that day. 

ADVENT.— Advent is dependent on the feast of St. Andrew, always being the Sunday nearest 
to that day, whether preceding, on the day itself, or on that following it. 

CHRISTMAS is observed in memory of the birth of Christ— hence called the mass or service 
of Christ, or Christ's mass.

ECLIPSES. 

During the present year there will be two Eclipses of the Sun anil two of the Moon. 

1. A Partial Eclipse of the Moon on the 27th of January, invisible in Queensland, and need not 
therefore be further described. 

2. The Annular Eclipse of the Sun begins on the Earth generally, February 11, 10 hours 54 
minutes, in longitude 80" 15' W. of Greenwich, and lalitude 35° 43' S. Greenwich time. It will 
not be visible in Queensland. 

3. A Partial Eclipse of the Moon will be visible to the north' of Cleveland Bay, July 24, at 14 
minutes a.m. Queensland time. 

4. A Total Eclipse of the Sun, August 7th, visible in North America, and its southern line of 
simple contact is about 5000 miles to the north of Queensland. Greenwich time.

HINTS TO FARMING SETTLEBS. 



KKLLVI'lON OF LAND. — In choosing a piece of land that shall be suitable for cultivation and 
Ultimately become a homestead, the settler will do well to act with considerable caution, as on the 
choice depends in a great measure his and his family's welfare. The following conditions are 
essential :— That the situation be in close proximity to a good road, or some other channel by 
which the produce may be readily conveyed to the place of sale. This, one would think self- 
evident necessity, has frequently been lost sight of, and there are farms that In some weathers are 
all but inaccessible, and whence the expense of carriage will all but absorb the profits of the 
produce. Again, every precaution should be taken to ascertain if the land lie Hooded in winter, 
or subject to s.ueh a flow of water us cannot be overcome by reasonable labour ; if so, rich as such 
land may be,' it were better to at once reject it than run the speculative chance of having one above 
average crop one year, and three or four miserably meagre returns in the following years. A 
natural fall to the land also is a great advantage, as it materially helps its proper drainage. 

SOIL.— Experience and the research of chemists have demonstrated, that the soil from which 
the greatest results may be expected is that which is richest in humus, or decayed vegetable matter ; 
for the simple reason that it contains in greatest profusion the ingredients aiid constituents neces- 
sary to the formation of plants. The banks of rivers, and the flats or valleys at the bases of moun- 
tains, have long been noted for their exceeding fertility. 

This soil has, however, occasionally the drawback before spoken of, and heavy and ruinous flood 
show at what risk the cultivatieai of such land has to be conducted. JJetter a poorer soil free from 
such drawbacks, for if propcrlyVorkcd the average returns exceed those of the richer yet mory 
dangerous ground.

THE HOMESTEAD, &c— Having selected and taken possession of a tract of land, the tedious 
and laborious work of clearing has to he performed. Prior to commencing this, the site of the 
future homestead should be decided on. Choose a high part of your selection in a central portion 
of the land, provided it be not too far distant from the Government road. Your next care should 
he the house. I know I am running counter to the ideas of a good many, in thus early recom- 
mending the building of a house, but experience has shown that a comfortable home is one of the 
greatest stimulants and incentives to perseverance that a settler can have. No matter how arduous 
and disagreeable the day's work may lie, the thought that a substantial house will shelter him 
when it is finished is an inducement to persevere ; besides, make it as neat as their means and taste 
will allow them. The material of the house must depend upon the funds of the future occupant. 
Weather-board houses are generally found very serviceable, and will last for a considerable time. 
In some parts of the colony, very substantial houses are formed of a timber frame-work, the space 
between the studs being wickered or wattled with tea-tree or other pliable saplings, which is 
covered over with plaster made of sand, clay, and lime. These structures are more economical 
than weather-boai d, but take much time in their erection. If neither of these will suit the pocket 
of the selector he must. fall back on a slab hut, which, with a little trouble, will be found com- 
fortable. The roof can be of bark, which, if it have been properly stripped and dried, will be 
found impervious to the rain. A building of this character need not cost more than a few pounds, 
and the architect is not bound to conform to any particular order. 

Contiguous to the house, space before and behind, ought to lie reserved for a garden, and farm 
and poultry yard. 

In cutting down the indigenous timber allow the most shady in the grazing paddocks to remain 
for the shelter of the cattle.

CULTIVATION. — Breaking up new soil generally requires a plough of the strongest descrip- 
tion, and is best executed by bullocks. In the hurry to get seed into the ground, this work iq 
frequently inefficiently performed, while the equally important work of draining is ofttimes alto- 
gether ignored. Virgin soil may, and frequently does, give a good return to the first year; but if 
a succession of good crops is to be looked for, thorough pulverization of the soil to a good depth, 
and a complete system of drainage, must be adopted. All new land is more or less "rank ;" 
exposure to the air and underground drainage are the only remedies for this. I will, therefore, 
speak at once of 

DRAINAGE, which is best effected by excavating a main drain at the lowest portion of the 
ground. Subsidiary drains will have to be formed — some few inches shallower than the main drain 
or drains. These can be formed, according to the resources of the district, of stones, brushwood 
or other material ; but the layer of stones, Ac, ought to be at least a foot in depth, to prevent the 
liability of choking. The number of drains depends entirely upon the peculiarity of the soil ; but 
a distance of 30 to 40 feet may generally be allowed. With many farmers, it is the practice to let 
draining operations precede breaking up and subsoiling. 

To the garden the same remarks also in a measure apply. When the plough is not applicable 
the work of subsoiling is done by hand, and is called trenching. This is done as follows : "A 
trench or opening about three feet in width is made along one side of the land by throwing back 
or removing the soil and subsoil to the depth of at least one spit and a shovelling, which together 
may be from twelve to fifteen inches : the subsoil is then loosened ; upon this loosened subsoil the 
surface spit of the next trench is thrown, and over it is cast the shovelling ; the bottom subsoil is 
then broken up, and so the work proceeds." Trenching is essential if a garden is to be properly 
cultivated.

IRRIGATION. — Great as is the nuisance of water in winter, the ahsenee of it in summer is still 
more felt and where an artificial supply can be had it is a boon of no small value. Of late years the 
practice of irrigation has come greatly into use. Irrigation is generally effected by leading the 
water by small surface drains on to the higher parts of the land, whence it gently flows over or 
Alters through to the lower portions, where it is received in open surface drains, and conducted 
to a proper outlet. Where irrigation is practicable, its adoption is strongly recommended. 

SEEDS. — In the choice of seeds great care should be exercised in order to prevent disappoint- 
ment. The respectability of the seedsman is generally a guarantee that the articles lie supplies are 
of good quality. 

MANURE. — A few remarks on manures, and the proper rotation of crops, will close this article. 
Out of America, there is perhaps no place in the world where less attention is paid to these essen- 
tials of tillage than in Australia. Many an acre has been impoverised, and rendered next 
to useless without a lage expenditure of time or money, by the ignoring of these common sense 
principles. A few words may put the practice in a stronger light. Plants are composed of the 
following constituents : potash, soda, lime, magnesia, silica, phosphorus, sulphur, iron, and one 
or two other ingredients. These constituents or food it derives principally from the ground ; it 
therefore follows that for the plant to thrive and mow healthily it must be able to derive a sufli- 
cient supply from nature's treasury ; in fact, this chemical food for the plant must be as plentifully 
supplied as food for an animal, it may easily be understood that the bringing of a plant to matu- 
rity absorbs more or less of the earthy ingredients spoken of. If the land have not had this 
deprivation made good, it stands to reason that the second crop will be a poorer one, from the 
simple fact that the food available for the second plant is considerably less, and a carrying on of 
this process must, in time, exhaust the land, as as been the ease on many of the tobacco and cotton

plantations in America, and also in the impoverished ground in several of the older cultivated 
districts in Australia. Manuring, then, is simply another name for furnishing to the earth 
those constituents which experience has shown to be necessary to the growth of the plant. 

Farmyard manure, if properly prepared in heaps by alternate layers of garden soil, is about as 
fertilising an agent as can be used. Guano, bones, bone-dust, super-phosphate of lime, nitrate of 
potash, nitrate of soda, and sulphate of ammonia, are the best substitutes. Superphosphate of 
lime may be made by breaking bones into an earthen or wooden vessel, saturating them with 
boiling water, and then adding about one third-third the weight of the bones of oil of vitriol 
(sulphuric acid!. In a week a pasty mass is formed, which can be mixed with ashes or earth, and 
used as a compost. The value of a manure depends upon its proportions of ammonia, phosphate 
of lime, and alkalies. 

Green crops and cereals absorb different ingredients from the earth; a turnip crop might, there- 
fore, follow a cereal, and probably prove a good one, though no manure were added — the know- 
ledge of this fact has led to the rotation of crops. Opinions are divided as to the most suitable 
rotation, some adopting the four-course— turnips or other green crops, corn, clover or grass, 
which are sown, and the lea broken up for corn ; others, the six-course — oats, a manured crop, 
corn, beans, and corn laid down to grass. Each has its advocates, and the circumstances of the 
land must, to a certain extent, determine in the colonies which is the better plan.

SUSPENDED ANIMATION. — Send quickly for medical assistance ; lose no time. Never hold 
the body up by the feet : nor rub the body with salts or spirits ; nor inject infusion or smoke of 
tobacco. Place the body in a raised position ; strip and rub dry ; wrap in hot blankets in warm 
bed, in warm chamber, free from smoke. Wipe and cleanse mouth and nostrils. Put bottles or 
bladders of hot water, or heated bricks, to pit of stomach, arm-pits, between the thighs, and to 
the soles of the feet. Foment the body with hot flannels. Rub the body briskly with the hand, 
keeping up the other means ; or, in place of all immerse in warm bath, at blood heat, or 98 degrees. 
In apparent death from cold, do not apply heat too quickly. 

DON'T KILL THE SMALL BIRDS. — The little feathered songsters follow man and attend upon 
him. It is their mission to clear his ground and trees of insects which would otherwise destroy 
Ilia fruit and grain. What would the country be without its birds. Their innocent notes gladden 
the ear, and their beautiful form and plumage delight the eye. A pair of robins have been known 
to consume two thousand caterpillars in one week ; and what an amount of service to that farm 
was that week's work ! The farmer who shoots the small birds that confidingly surround his 
dwelling, errs both in economy and benevolence. We speak not of the hawk which devours 
chickens, or of the king-bird which swallows bees ; let him use his shot on them if he will. What 
if the songsters take tithe of the ripened produce of the held and garden it is nothing but their 
tine. They present their bills some months after the labor was performed, and are fully entitled 
to their living.

other, and placed along the ground in a zigzag line, so that the fence formed a succession of 
obtuse angles. The fence is made straighter and stronger, and by driving a strong stake at each 
side of the fence, at the angles, to keep the rails in place. 

The snake fence is extensively used in those portions of Victoria and Riverina, where the forest 
oak or pine abounds ; but where box, gum, or stringy bark saplings can only be procured, it has 
been found more advantageous to adopt the New Zealand modification, which enables it to be 
made in a straight line, and therefore the more sightly ; and it then takes the name of double post- 
and-rail fence. 

To render the double post-and-rail fence sheep-proof, it must not be constructed of logs of too 
great a diameter, otherwise the space between the rails will bo large enough to allow the sheep to 
escape. A word of caution may not bo amiss— not to be tempted to use too long rails. 

The strength of the posts and their distance apart will depend upon the size of rails to be used. 
They should be at least 6 feet 9 inches or 7 feet long, well sunk in the ground, two in one hole, 
with a space between them regulated by the diameter of the rails to be used. The rails are placed 
one above another, alternately, in the panels, thus :— Starting at any given point — in panels 
1, 3, 5, 7, and so on— the bottom rail lies on the ground, six inches at least at each end being 
between the posts. In panels 2, 4, 6, 8, <fcc, the bottom rail rests, by its ends, on the bottom rail 
in 1, 3, 5, 7, Ac, and in this manner it is piled up to the desired height. If constructed of small 
saplings, it makes an excellent dog-proof sheep yard fence, and for firmness can be constructed 
close enough to effectually shut out wallabies and paddyinelons. The posts are kept together by a 
"shackle" or ring of twisted vines round the top of both posts; but I would recommend that wire 
should be used instead. The easiest and speediest plan of erecting this fence, after having cleared 
and laid the Btuff along the line, is first of all to put up the posts for sonic distance, and then to 
till hi the rails, one by one, panel after panel.

SNAKES AND SNAKE BITES. — The following valuable information is extracted from the 
Sydney Empire article on the papers of the Philosophical Society, by Messrs. Krefft and Bern- 
castle :— Next to the avoidance of dangerous snakes, it is important to know how to get rid of the 
poison. This end is the more easily attained from the remarkable shortness of the poison fangs in 
Australian snakes, which seldom exceed one-sixth of an inch ; it is therefore not necessary to cut 
out the flesh to any great depth, still less to chop off lingers or blast the wound with gunpowder. 
The first thing to be done is to suck the wound well. If the person who sucks out the poison has 
any scratch on his lips or mouth, he runs some risk ; but if there is no such wound he may suck 
the poison into his mouth with perfect safety. Before swallowing anything, he should wash his 
mouth with salt and water. The next thing is to stop circulation between the wound and the 
heart, by tying a baiidage tightly round the limb about an inch above the wound. Then the bitten 
part should be raised up with a forceps, or, in the absence of an instrument, with the finger and 
thumb, and a piece cut out not larger than a sixpence, nor deeper than one-sixth of an inch. If 
the flesh is well pulled up, there is no danger of cutting any of the veins or arteries ; ami the 
bleeding should be promoted by warm water. As a further precaution, when the bleeding ceases, 
an ipecacuanha poultice may be applied. Dr. Berncastle thus sums up "the surgical part of the 
treatment — the sucking, the ligature, the excision, and applying the ipecacuanha poultice." This 
treatment should be accompanied by an internal remedy against the prostration of the nervous 
system caused by the poison. The best means for rallying the system against this prostration is 
brandy or other spirits, taken pure, or as strong as the patient can take it. An amount of spirits 
that would intoxicate, or even destroy a person, In ordinary circumstances, will not produce any 
degree of intoxication after the bite of a poisonous snake. The use of this remedy has been estab- 
lished by abundant experience in various countries, and its efficacy cannot bo doubted. Dr. 
Berncastle disapproves of the common practice of dragging about a person under the influence of 
•snake poison. And if, as seems probable, the effect of poison is to prostrate the nervous system. 
U- is evident that repose, fresh air, and stimulants, are the appropriate remedies.

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BOILING DOWN STOCK. — On this subject the following particulars were given by Mr. G. S. 
Lang, at a meeting of the committee of Riverine sheepowners, held at Deniliquin in 1867. The 
calculations are not speculative, but are taken from statements supplied by several gentlemen 
separately as the actual results of extensive experience in boiling down :— 

Result of boiling down 1000 prime wethers, averaging CO lbs. and yielding 
2Slbs. of tallow each (they often do 30 lbs. ), 12 tons 10 cwt., at £30 . . £450

Carriage of twelve and a-half tons of tallow from Echuca to Melbourne . . 40 12

Net result, 7s. Id. per head for tallow alone, without taking into account the skin, which at some 
seasons of the year is worth 3s. 0d., making 10s. 7d. per head. To this has to be added the value 
of the meat, which is successfully preserved by more than one process. Let us, however- take 
Liebig's, now in practical operation by Messrs. Tooth, in Queensland, so that its application is 
merely a matter of capital and teaching of men the process of manipulation. The result is 1 lb. of 
essence from 30 lbs. of meat. When supplied wholesale the produce must find a market in Europe, 
where we may safely count upon netting 2d. per pound for the flesh of the carcase, exclusive of the 
tallow, which is only from one-fifth to one-seventh of the price of the same meat in England.

TOBACCO.— Zadriel, writing to the Brisbane Courier, says: If I had the quarter of a century 
which I had spent in Australia to live over again, I would devote it to growing tobacco. In an 
extensive country, and in a country like ours, every agriculturist should grow something for 
exportation, and not confine himself solely to supplying the wants of the community in which ho 
lives, and to be careful that what he grows is of the very best description of tobacco. 

I believe there is but one kind of seed, but change of climate has made many distinctions. I 
have found the best time for sowing to be February, and then transplant about six inches apart 
previous to the final transplanting in spring, and the thorough agriculturist will immediately 
perceive the advantages of this method. It requires f of an ounce for an acre ; sow in a bed nino 
feet by four, well mixed with ashes or pulverised charcoal. Be sure you sow at a distance from 
any fence or growing crop, which would shelter slugs, which are immensely fond of young tobacco. 
When between four and five inches high, transplant at three feet apart each way in deep, well 
pulverised soil, inclining to be stiff. Keep your ground well cleared of weeds ; earth up about 
twice from the period of planting to maturity. As the plants are coming to maturity, rub off 
suckers, nip off flower buds, and have not more than seven or nine leaves on each plant. After 
planting, and until firmly rooted, the plants must be shaded daily from the sun. If you sow in 
February all this trouble will be obviated. An acre ought to produce 15 cwt. if properly cured ; 
this in Sydney will bring a shilling per pound. I have not found it more difficult to grow than 
cabbage or Indian corn. The best description for this climate i3 the Virginian.

CALENDAR OF GARDEN AND FIELD CULTURE FOR 
QUEENSLAND. 
By James Johnston, Gardener, of many years practical experience in Queensland, 



JANUARY. 

Garden. — Attend to the grapes as they ripen. The foliage of those wanted to 
hang till dead ripe should be arranged so as to shield from the rays of the sun. 
The Isabella may still be cut for late crop. Strong shoots of favourite grapes may 
be bent down and layered ; in this way better rooted plants may be obtained than 
cuttings can produce, and a season saved. Stone-fruited trees may now be 
budded. Make a small sowing of cucumber, French beans, and marrows for late 
crops. Intending cultivators of celery, cauliflowers, cabbages, &c, should get 
together as much dung as possible, the quality of which will be much improved 
by frequent turning. Make a small sowing of celery, cabbage, and cauliflower, 
in a shady place. 

Field. — Sow Maize for late crop. Sow patch of oats or barley for cutting 
green. Break up and prepare land for potatoes, lucerne, &c. In breaking up land 
it is better to leave the surface rough and open to the action of the sun's rays, 
which are the best pulverent. A rough surface also retards the growth of weeds 
Arrowroot is now making its growth, and ought to be kept clean to allow the free 
circulation of air. 



FEBRUARY. 

Garden. — Take advantage of moist and dull weather for sowing for early crop 
small quantities of vegetable and salad seeds. To guard against failure from 
scorching, cabbage, cauliflower, and celery seed beds should be protected by a shad- 
ing of calico or sacking. See to have some well-rotted dung prepared for celery 
trenches. Budding should be finished this month. In the flower garden, remove 
decaying foliage and save valuable seeds as they ripen. 

Field. — In sheltered situations along the sea-board maize may be planted 
during the first two weeks of this month. Hill maize of former plantings ; early 
hilling tends to keep down suckers. Continue the preparation of land for wheat, 
lucerne, and potatoes, and commence planting the latter. 



MARCH. 

Garden. — The scorching heat of our Queensland summer is now over, and this 
is the best time to enter thoroughly into the cultivation of European vegetables. 
Sow for full crops of cabbages, savoys, cauliflowers, Brussells sprouts, couvo 
tronchuda, turnips, carrots, onions, leeks, beans, peas, beet, parsnips, parsley, 
salads, &c. If any plants were raised from previous sowings, transplant on 
favourable occasions. It is a good plan to prick young cauliflowers into a bed of 
nice rich earth, placing them about four inches apart ; they occupy little room 
and can be easily watered and shaded for a few clays. It breaks their roots, they 
emit small fibres, become more sturdy and compact, and do not droop so much 
when finally put out. Couve tronchuda or braganza cabbage, is a new vegetable 
of considerable value ; the main rib of the outside leaves resembles sea-kale when 
well boiled, but the heart is the best ; it ought to get as much room as cauli- 
flowers. Cauliflowers yield a fair return when properly cultivated, but brocoli 
ought to be avoided by the cottager, as it is not suited to the climate, and 
does not expand its flower. Broad beans also frequently fail to pod, or do not pod 
till the spring ; every bee keeper, however, ought to sow a quart or two, as they 
afford a rich pasturage to the bee at a time of the year when flowers are scarce. 
In the flower garden fill up vacancies caused by the removal of dahlias, &c., by 
sowing a selection of hardy annuals. Here, again, the bee-keeper will find it to his 
advantage to sow plenty of mignonette, as no other plant furnishes such an abun- 
dant and continuous supply both of honey and pollen. 
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Field. — This is the best month for planting potatoes, and the planting should, 
if possible, be finished before the close of the month. Those planted last month 
should be hoed in due time, and the weeds well turned up to the sun. Sow 
mangold wurtzel ; this plant is worthy of a trial by those interested in the home 
feeding of cattle ; the aphides do not attack it, and if left in the ground it will 
keep over our hottest and driest summer. 



APRIL. 

Garden. — Attend to those vegetables which were sown last month ; beans and 
peas should be kept clean ; cabbages and cauliflowers, when fit to handle, should 
be transplanted ; turnips and carrots should be thinned. Sow some of the more 
suitable vegetables and salads for succession ; but the cottage gardener will find 
little satisfaction from cauliiiowers, savoys, and Brussels sprouts, if sown late 
this month — his principal dependence for greens should be on the cabbage. 
Bananas during this and the next month or two are apt to break down ; heavy 
bunches should be propped. In the flower garden all alterations or additions should 
be made, as evergreen shrubs, roses, &c. , bear moving well now. This is also a good 
time to transplant bulbs. Make a sowing of hardy annuals for spring decoration. 

Field. — Prepare land for oaten hay crops, and sow a patch for cutting green. 
Land intended for lucerne should be cleaned, drained, and deeply cultivated. The 
rapidity with which summer grass and other weeds cover the surface of the soil 
during the early months of the year, and the soddening effect of heavy rains 
will be an objection to the preparation Qf land long before seed time ; but in 
the case of lucerne, no pains should be spared in getting a pulverized and mellow 
bed for the seed. Lucerne may be sown. Mangold wurtzel may still be sown. 



MAY. 

Garden. — Sow cabbages, turnips, carrots, peas, onions, parsley, aud culinary 
herbs — such as sage, mar jorum, and thyme. Orange, and all evergreen fruit trees 
and ornamental shrubs may be planted during this and the two following months, 
but when convenient, give this month the preference A situation sheltered from 
westerly winds should be selected for azaleas and camellias, which flower during 
June, July, August, and September, as shelter very much prolongs the enjoyment 
of the flowers. 

Field. — Sow lucerne — if this seed were sown in drills, so as to permit of being 
hoed as farmers do their wheat in England, it would give the young plants a good 
start, and would much promote the subsequent vigour and performance of the crop : 
if drilled, five pound less seed may be given to the aqre. As spring maize, from the 
general dryness of the season, frequently yields but a poor return, it is better to 
sow a small breadth of this crop, and in its stead have oaten hay, the stubble of 
which, when ploughed in November or December, will give a full crop of maize. 
Commence oat sowing for hay crop, sowing the poorest soils first. Sow also wheat 
for grain crop. Attend duly to the hilling of potatoes. 

JUNE. 

Garden. — Peaches, mulberries, quinces, apples, pears, &c, may now be trans- 
planted, but young and vigorous growing late peaches and apples, which are yet 
green, maybe left for a week or two. Grape vines may be pruned, unless cuttings 
are wanted, in which case they had better be left till the middle of next month. 
If your vines are young apply the knife fearlessly, cutting down to one or two 
eyes. Peaches, mulberries, figs, &c, shonld now be pruned, remembering that 
thorough pruning gives superior fruit. Heavy bunches of bananas should have 
a thin sack drawn over them to protect them from the frost, and the blighting 
influence of our westerly winds. The bottom of the sack should be opened that 
the ripening of the fruit may be observed. Sow peas, turnips, onions, cabbages. 
In the flower garden, propagate petunias, verbenas, geraniums, by cuttings, and 
herbaceous plants by division. 

Field. — Continue to sow oats for hay, and the lucerne sowing ought to be 
finished this month. Make preparations for the manufacture of arrowroot. 
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JULY. 

Garden. — Go on with the pruning of deciduous trees. Vine pruning ought to 
be finished, and if an increase of plants is wanted, cuttings ought to be taken from 
straight well-ripened wood of last year's growth ; they should be about fifteen 
inches long, and three-fourths of their length should go in the ground, and the 
earth should be well trod round their base. Orange grafting should be commenced. 
In the flower garden dig the flower beds, give a dressing of well-rotted manure 
when it is required. Prune roses, and sow such annuals as sweet peas, larkspurs, 
lupins, zinnias, phlox drummondii, calliopsis tinctorus, German stocks. lie-pot 
fuchsias. 

Field. — The farmer ought to look forward to the planting of potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, cotton, arrowroot, and oats for hay, and lay his plans and prepare his 
ground accordingly ; the plough should therefore be kept going, and the harrow 
and roller should follow the plough closely, to prevent evaporation. A f ew potatoes 
should be planted, and the manufacture of arrowroot proceeded with. 



AUGUST. 

Garden. — Orange grafting should be finished the first week of this month, 
and pears, apples, peaches, grapes, &c. , as soon after as possible. The transplant- 
ing of trees should be finished. During this and the following months some trees 
and plants may require watering, and every newly-planted tree, if the weather be 
dry, should be well settled in its place with water, and some litter placed over 
the roots to prevent the land from baking. In all cases where watering has to be 
done, as much should be given as will keep the ground moist for a considerable 
time, as frequent sprinklings are much more injurious than useful. In the first 
place they act as a stimulant, and interfere with the routine of nature. The earth 
is the storehouse from whence plants draw their supplies, and which must come 
to them in the shape of moisture or vapour. The heat of the sun will call up as 
much moisture from the lower strata of the soil as will keep plants alive, and in 
some degree of health, long after the upper surface is parched and unfit for vege- 
tation. The roots of plants spread themselves downward and outward to catch 
the moisture as it passes, at the bidding of the sun, to the atmosphere ; and the 
foliage of plants accommodates itself to its circumstances, by becoming hard and 
evaporating less ; or, in other words, it is forced to practice economy during bad 
times. In the second place, there are few soils porous enough in their texture to 
bear frequent surface waterings in bright weather, as, when the water is given, it 
brings them to a condition more or less resembling mortar, while the next day's 
sunshine transmutes them to a state which may be described as " bricky." This 
rapid battering of the soil is accompanied by a strong evaporation, which is 
chilling and injurious to the foliage of the plants through which it passes ; hence 
the rusty and unhealthy appearance of most plants which undergo a bi-weekly 
sprinkling. The aim, then, should be to get the water into the soil, rather than on 
to it. To accomplish this, make a hole near the plant to be watered, and pour in 
as much water as will moisten the earth by diffusion for some distance round, 
but do not raise the water to within three inches of the surface. When enough 
has been given, and the water well soaked away, fill the hole. There will be 
some evaporation and consequent chilling, but the washing and battering effects 
on the surface will be avoided. There are some hard-wooded evergreens, such as 
the camellia, which are rather difficult to establish in the ground during the 
fierce heat and drought of our spring months. A day or two before such stock 
are put out, the place where they are to grow should be thoroughly wetted, and 
when the ground has recovered sufficiently to work without sticking to the spade, 
the plants should be put in and well settled in their place with water. A few 
leafy boughs should also be stuck in to shade them form the mid-day sun. If 
treated in this way, they will gradually accommodate themselves to their new 
circumstances, and start into vigorous growth during their second season ; whereas, 
bi-weekly sprinkling in bright weather is certain deatli to the camellia. Where 
it is absolutely necessary to practice surface watering, let it bo done after sundown, 
and the ground forked up next day. Make a small sowing in a sheltered place of 
cucumbers, melons, and French beans. 
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Field. — Potato planting should be finished early this month. It is also well to 
begin the planting of maize, as the sooner it is planted the deeper it will root 
be] r ore the warm weather begins. Finish the making of arrowroot, and arrowroot 
may be planted. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Garden. — Pears and apples may still be grafted. The grape vines will now be 
pushing, and stakes and trellising, if not already attended to, should be got into 
proper repair at once. Galvanized wire, supported on hardwood posts, makes a 
durable and cheap trellis. Attend to the vines as they break, and rub off super- 
fluous shoots from the root and breast of the vine, and tie in young fruiting shoots 
in good time. Sow hibiscus rosella, make full sowings of French beans, cucumbers, 
rock and water melons, marrows, pumpkins, tomatos, and capsicums. Transplant 
cabbages on favourable occasions. This is one of the driest periods of the year, 
and it is consequently a good time for the destruction of weeds. If walks and 
flower borders get a thorough cleaning just now, they will not give much trouble 
for some time. A neat verge or border for the walks greatly enchances the appear- 
ance of a garden : Cuphea platycentra may be suggested as suitable for this 
purpose ; it is easily propagated by division and cuttings, is compact in its habit, 
and may be easily kept in trim ; it stands the drought well, and is perpetually in 
flower. Dahlias will now be pushing and should be put out. Fuchsias, also, will 
be growing fast, and ought to be carefully tended. If no cuttings were struck 
last month, it may still be done, selecting short-jointed stiff young wood. 

Field. — Finish maize planting for spring crop. Sow sorghum for green fodder. 
Plant arrowroot and sweet potatoes, sow cotton, tobacco, &c. ; hill potatoes. 

OCTOBER, 

Garden. — The minor enemies of the cultivator will now be manifesting their 
power. The ground ought to be cleared of the roots of cauliflowers and savoys 
destroyed by the aphis, but some roots of the cabbage may be left in the ground 
as they will yield a supply of wholesome greens during the summer. The grub 
may be committing ravages among the potatoes and maize, and the lady-bird 
among the marrows, cucumbers, and pumpkins ; there is no cure for these pests 
but hand-killing, and it should be clone. If the scale is spreading on the orange 
trees, dress with Gishurst's Compound, or reduce a strong clay to the consistence 
of cream, and apply it to the affected part ; when it dries it will shell off and bring 
a great deal of the smut and scale with it. The vines will now require constant 
care ; pinch laterals at their third or fourth leaf, and shoots disposed to ramble 
should be stopped. In tying in, dispose of the foliage so as to shade the fruit. 
Sow cucumbers for succession. Plant pine apples and bananas. In the flower 
garden sow such annuals as balsams, cockscombs, nasturtiums, and amaranths. 

Field. — If potatoes are not earthed up, do so at once, and do it carefully on 
account of the great heat to which they will be subjected before tney are ripe. 
Plant sweet potatoes, sow cotton, transplant tobacco. 

NOVEMBER. 

Garden. — Intending planters of pine apples and bananas should not allow this 
month to pass without accomplishing their designs, that they may derive the full 
benefit of the coming summer. It is time lost to put in these plants in autumn or 
winter, as they do not start into growth till roused by the heat of the following 
season. The Isabella, and some other grape vines, will yield a second crop if some 
of the strong shoots are now cut. In every bud along the cane the embryo flower 
for next season is embedded, and if the shoot is cut while the sap is flowing 
strong in the vine, one or two of the buds next below the cut will burst, and, in 
the case of the Isabella, flower and bear fruit. In most of the other varieties the 
flower not being forward enough, either drops prematurely, or is absorbed into tho 
young shoot. Begin with a few shoots of the Isabella. Attend to the training 
of the grape vine generally, remove suckers, and all barren shoots that will not bo 
wanted for next year, pinch laterals and shoots rambling beyond due bounds. 
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Field. — Hay making should be finished, and the stubble ploughed for winter 
maize ; it is better, however, not to put in the maize seed this month, as the crop 
will be more heavy and regular if planted in December or January. There are 
often a good many blind or barren stalks, in maize planted in November. Do not 
let the weeds make any headway among the cotton. 



DECEMBER. 

Garden. — It is a difficult matter to keep up a supply of vegetables during the 
summer months. French beans and marrows are the most certain, and foresight 
should be used in adapting the sowings to the probable demand. Marrows, how- 
ever, may be stored or consumed by poultry and pigs, so it is better to have 
plenty. Good crops of pumpkins may be gathered from seed sown early this 
month. Should a day or two of moist dull weather occur, some cauliflower, cab- 
bage, and celery seeds may be sown. Prolong your grape season by extracting a 
second crop out of the Isabella. 

Field. — Potatoes will now be fit to dig, and the inexperienced farmer should 
note that out of this crop, which was planted from imported seed, will have to 
save seed for his March planting, as imported potatoes fit for seed cannot be had 
at that season. The best of the small are usually laid aside for that purpose. A 
valuable addition to the fodder for home consumption may be obtained by cutting 
the maize tops. They are eagerly eaten by both horses and cows, and should be 
cut after the tassel on the point of the cob is withered. Plough wheat and oat 
stubbles, and plant maize for winter crop. The great weed season is now 
approaching, and the best exertions of the farmer should be put forth to keep in 
advance of them by killing when young. 



SUMMER DRINKS. 

Hop Beer. — Good as tea is, we sometimes want a change — something brisk, sharp 
and cool. Hop Beer is made after the following manner : 

To six gallons of water put four ounces of hops tied in loose canvass, musquito 
curtain, net, or muslin ; boil the hops for an hour, or until the bag containing 
them sinks to the bottom of the boiler. Then take out the hops, drain them 
through a cullender, and to the liquor add three pounds of sugar, ; the finer and 
better the sugar, the clearer and pleasanter will be the beer. Stir the sugar well 
in, and boil for five or ten minutes ; then take off .and allow the liquor to cool. 
The bottles should be washed clean before using, and the corks are all the better 
for being soaked for an hour previous to use in scalding hot water. As soon as 
the liquor is cold fill the bottles up to but not into the necks, cork tight, and set in 
the coolest place in or under the house. In two days the beer will be ready for 
use. It is a safe plan to tie the corks down with twine. — Boio. 



Apple Tea. — Pare and core apples of a brown aciduous kind, and of a good size — 
divide into quarters ; cut again into halves. Put into a jug, with a few spoonfuls 
of white sugar. Pour boiling water over, fit on a close cover, and let stand to 
simmer for an hour or two : the strength of the Apple Tea must be regulated by 
the taste and quality of the apples ; less or more water being added as it may be 
reqnired to be weak or strong ; if tartness is desirable, add a squeeze of lemon to 
the tea.— R.M. 



Food and Drinks for Fowls. — Give the poultry plenty of maize ; make it a rule 
to always have some lying about, so that the fowls may see there is plenty. No 
other plan yields so many eggs or so many fat chickens when they are wanted. 
Soft messes make the birds sleepy and slovenly in their habits, and engender more 
than half the diseases which ravaged the poultry houses before maize was plentiful. 
We do not hear so much about the poultry disease now, 

Plenty of clean water and good sound maize will make up for a multitude of 
other shortcomings, and eggs will be plentiful and the fowls healthy and fat.

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SUGAR AND COTTON.

SUGAR. 

Sugar can now be reckoned as one of the staples of Queensland produce. Canes 
from all parts of the world have been tested, and generally grow and do moderately 
well. But experience shows that two or three sorts can be grown with more profit 
than others. The cane of first importance is the ribbon, which grows luxuriantly 
and yields well when grown on the scrub or other rich lands of the colony. 
Compost manures, comprising lime and bone dust, are highly advantageous in 
growing ribbon cane, the return of which varies from 14 to 2^ tons of bright tabic 
sugar to the acre. The other favorite cane is known as the Bourbon. Poorer 
land answers for it. From the tall and occasionally trailing growth of this cane, it 
is well to shelter it as much as possible ; the yield from the Bourbon is not quite 
so heavy as that from the ribbon, but it is a quicker grower. The other canes well 
spoken of are the little yellow, which has yielded well in juice and sugar when 
grown in rich soil ; the Otaheite, a desirable cane for exposed and low dying lands ; 
as yet the Otaheite withstands frost better than any cane we have, and yields 
well ; the little ribbon cane is also favorably spoken of. There are over a dozen 
other sorts of cane in the colony, and the number is ever increasing. But, as 
stated, the first two canes have been tested and are reliable. Experience shows 
us that many of the differently named canes which reach the colony are identical 
with what we have. 

The Bourbon ripens in about twelve months after planting, — it seldom takes 
more than twelve months. The ribbon canes reqiiires the full twelve months ; 
occasionally fourteen months. Before us are specimen sugars from both canes, as 
well as from others, proving, beyond question, that the colony is adapted for 
growing sugar of the first quality. Queensland sugars are quoted at from £28 to 
£35 per ton. 

The best lands for sugar cultivation are situated 011 the banks of our rivers and 
creeks, not owing to the natural richness of such soil only, but, in consequence of 
the facility with which the canes (ranging in weight from 50 to 150 tons to the 
•acre) can be moved in boats to the crushing mills. The crop is too heavy for land 
carriage, which must be avoided to any great extent. 

Almost every conceivable distance has been here tried for planting cane. The 
distances now usual are 7x6, 6x6, and 6x5, according to the strength ^of the 
Boil. The planting is done, after ploughing, horrowing, and cross-ploughing to a 
depth of 10 to 14 inches, by opening holes at the distances mentioned. The holes 
are about 18 inches square, and about 6 inches deep : sets of the canes are laid flat 
if the soil is dry, and slightly set on angle if it is damp — the eyes at the sides — and 
then covered over with one or two inches of soil. The four top joints make the 
best plants ; they can be bought at the plantations at from £1 to £1 10s. per 1000. 
If the soil is moist, Bourbon cane will send up shoots in three or four days ; ribbon 
cane in eight or ten days. In dry weather the shoots take longer to come up ; if 
they appear not in fourteen days it is well to look and see if the plants are all right. 
Soil is generally filled into the holes as the shoots grow, until the holes are nearly 
level with the surface. The soil must be kept stirred and free of weeds until the 
plants are strong enough to take care of themselves. The lower leaves are stripped 
from the canes as they become ripe — this stripping or trashing hastens the ripening, 
and the leaves, &c. are spread between the rows ; by such means the soil is kept 
clean and comparatively mulched. 

There has been some difficulty and loss experienced during the last year by 
growers of cane who have not the means of crushing. At Maryborough this has 
been seriously felt ; on the Brisbane lliver also, there has been loss to the cane 
growers, who fully calculated upon capitalists erecting mills when it was demon- 
strated that the cane could be got ready for crushing. At some of the large planta- 
tions arrangements have been made with growers to do their crushing ; and they will 
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act wisely who in future make such arrangements before growing cane, as the only 
use it can be put to, if not made into sugar, is in feeding stock, for which purpose, 
either with horses, cattle, pigs, or poultry, sugar cane is found excellent. As 
usually arranged, the terms are — one-half of the sugar goes to the grower ; one-half 
to the manufacturer, who carries the canes to the mill, the grower putting them on 
board the boats. The grower removes his share of the produce from the mill. 

At the date of writing, there are few farmers on the rivers and creeks without a 
few acres of sugar cane. The best planting season is September and October. The 
season for cutting and manufacturing extends from July to November, and occa- 
sionally to the end of the year. A system patented by Mr. Hart, of Brisbane, 
of boiling the cane by steam, instead of crushing, is attracting much attention. 



COTTON. 

Notwithstanding adverse seasons, the cultivation of cotton goes on extending in 
Queensland. The quality of the staple has proved to be first-class. As the 
seasons are better understood, and the varieties of cotton best adapted to the cli- 
mate develop themselves, cotton cultivation is carried on with greater confidence. 

The one great hinderance to the cotton of the colony taking that rank to which 
its merits entitle it, springs from the bad way in which the seed is mixed, Scarcely 
a handful can be taken up amongst which cannot be found almost every sort. The 
result of this mixed seed is a staple of unequal length ; or as the brokers term it, 
a "broken staple," believing as they do that an inequality is caused in ginning, 
an idea for which there is no foundation, as the ginning is as well done as that of 
any other sent to Europe. As growers get aquainted with the plant, the mixed 
seed fault will be remedied ; but it certainly is the duty of those in authority to 
do somthing in a case fraught with such importance to the colony. We will 
emumerate a few of the best varieties for cultivation : 

First. —Seed of a greyish colour ; wool adhering firmly to the seed, but coming 
away freely in the gin. Yeilds a good staple, and is hardy. Supposed to be from 
American seed — probably sugar loaf. 

Second. — A greyish-black seed, veined ; wool comes away from the seed, except 
at the narrow end, where it adheres. Can be ginned in a roller gin. Wool a 
good long staple, but several growers have this year set down the plant as rather 
delicate. It is a good bearer, and well worth cultivation. Supposed to be 
Egyptian. 

Third. — Seed of a dark green, occasionally copper colour. It is a good bearer, 
and yields good wool. 

There are other sorts, but the three mentioned are the best for the beginner. 
The colony will never take the rank it is entitled to as a cotton producer until the 
varieties are growing separately, and every one who grows cotton ought to do so as 
far as possible : The Sea Island cotton is a free black seed. It has proved rather 
delicate in the colony. 

The planting season extends from September to the beginning of December — 
cotton has been planted successfully up to Christmas. The planting is done by 
drawing shallow furrows, at from four to six feet apart, with plough or hoe. The 
seed is scattered in almost as thick as it can lay, and then covered over with 
two or three inches of soil, which ought to be broken as fine as possible. The 
plants come up in about eight days, and are thinned out gradually until some six 
inches apart, and about six inches in height. The soil is then hoed about them 
and a little scraped up to the plants. As the strong plants show themselves, the 
others are thinned out until a distance of from two to four feet between plant and 
plant is obtained. 

The after cultivation consists in keeping the plants clean — which must be at- 
tended to, or they will not yield a paying return. If they make too much wood, it 
is well to pinch out the ends of the leading shoots. 

About March the plants begin to ripen, by the bolls containing the wool opening 
and exposing their contents, which must be picked as soon as the seed is hard. 
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From sixty to one hundred pounds per day is considered fair work. One penny 
per pound is paid for picking ; occasionally less. During last season the aborigines 
were found useful at this work. 

After being picked, the cotton is either sunned or aired — the less sun it has the 
better — until the wool is quite dry and the seed is so hard that it cracks between 
the teeth. The cotton is then fit for the gin, which machine separates the wool 
from the seed. The ginning houses charge about one penny per pound. The 
usual proportion after ginning is one-third wool and two-thirds seed, in weight. 
Dealers in the colony buy up the cotton either in the seed or after it is ginned. 
They give from twopence-halfpenny to fourpence for the former, and from seven- 
pence to eleven-pence for the latter. Cotton of the descriptions mentioned sell at 
from eleven-pence to fifteen-pence per pound, in England. In a few instances 
higher prices were obtained — as much as two shillings and sixpence per pound in 
some cases. The lower figure may be taken as the average until an improvement 
takes place by picking and selecting the seed. 

A fair weight of clean cotton to the acre when manure is used, is about three 
hundred pounds, and a fair figure for total returns per acre £10. Much higher 
returns have been given. The government grant a bonus of £5 (in land) for every 
three hundred pounds of clean staple. As the labor connected with cotton growing 
is not excessive, and considerable help can be afforded by the younger branches of 
a family, it is a favorite crop with the small farmers, and perhaps the safest and 
most remunerative they can put in. In several farming districts the cotton crop 
of last year put more money in circulation than any previous crop had ever done. 
The return is immediate, directly the crop is grown. 



HUMAN CULTURE.

embellishments for bush dwellings. The whole question of civilization is involved 
in one word — Culture. "The education of a child commences with its infancy." 
It is in the parents' power to make it a joy to itself and to all around it. The 
hunger for beauty that is born with a child must and should be continually fed — 
and if not by its parents, by whom ? " Heaven lies about us in our infancy," we 
are told : — let that heaven be preserved and expanded.

The two rare books " Robinson Crusoe," and " The Arabian Nights," hold their 
place by a sort of divine right, and probably can never be displaced ; but the hard 
utilitarianism of the age has tried to prescribe the whole class of fairy stories, and 
is in a great hurry to tell children that Santa Claus does not come down the chim- 
ney. Of course, "Robinson Crusoe" has made many a discontented boy think of 
running away to sea who afterwards did it, and on reading "Aladdin," a child will 
want a wonderful lamp. All this is involved in the risks of childhood, and cannot 
be avoided without ignoring the nature of a child, who will see figures in the clouds 
and will imagine the stars are God's eyes, even if he is taught that fairies do not 
exist, and angels stay in heaven ; while the sole advantage of such training is to 
make his adult life certainly a desert, and his childhood the unhappiest part of all. 
Children ask questions that check our tongues in very awe ; they mingle the fanci- 
ful and the purely grotesque so oddly that every household keeps his own collection 
of juvenalia ; they never reason, but go by intuition directly to the root of things.

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"DESCRIPTION OF SHEEP PROOF FENCES.

Chock and Loo Fence. — -This fence is composed of chocks laid across the lino 
on which logs or rails of any length are made to rest in notches cut in the chocks 
for the purpose, so that each chock supports the small end of one and the but end 
of another log. Thus supposing the fence to run in a north and south direction, 
the small or north end of each log would rest on the west end of one chock, and 
the but end of the same log on the east end of the next succeeding chock. Tho 
chocks of the second tier are made to rest on the ends of the first logs, exactly 
perpendicular to the bottom chocks, notches being cut in the lower sides corre- 
sponding to the logs in which they rest so as to bind them firmly. The second 
tier of logs are placed in exactly the same manner as the first, and so on until the 
fence has been piled up to the desired height. 

Billabong Fence. — (First erected by Mr. Rawdon F. Greene on the Billabong 
Run) — is formed by laying on the ground a large log, generally not less than 18 
inches in diameter ; another large log is placed on the top of this ; two strong cross 
legs, from 44 to 5 feet long, are then put in the ground (one on either side of the 
logs), and crossed on the top of the second log, at a distance of about twelve feet 
apart ; and in the fork formed by these cross-legs is laid another log, of from six 
to nine inches in diameter, which firmly binds the two first logs, and forms the 
upper rail of the fence. This description of fence would cost in average timbered 
country from £.36 to £40 per mile, and in stringy-bark or pine country about £'25 
per mile. 

Stubb Fence. — A favorite fence with sheep owners, costs from £22 to £25 per 
mile. It is formed thus : — Blocks or chocks about a foot in diameter are laid along 
the ground, across which two heavy logs, each not less than one foot in diameter, 
are laid along parallel to each other, and from one to two feet apart. The tops of 
the trees, cut down for the purpose of procuring these logs, are then cut in lengths 
of four or five feet, and planted between those parallel logs, slanting at an angle of 
about twenty degrees. This is a most substantial fence, both sheep and cattle 
proof. A cheaper variety of this fence is made by allowing the leaves to remain 
on the uprights, and it then takes the name of "Log and brush." 

Double Post and Rail Fence. — Is more frequently used for sheep yard than 
for paddock fencing. It is formed by sinking two posts in the ground, about six 
inches apart, at intervals of from twelve to fifteen feet. Saplings of any diameter 
not exceeding eight inches are then dropped between the posts, and when built up 
to a height of about four feet, the posts are secured together at the top by a coil of 
wire, hoop, green hide, or, in some instances, stringy-bark. 

Basket Fence will be found serviceable to those residing in scrubby or brigalow 
country. It is made by driving 5 feet 6 inch stakes in the ground with mauls, to a 
depth of 9 or 12 inches, and 4 feet 6 inches apart ; saplings from about 2 inches in 
diameter are then closely entwined with the stakes to a height of 4 feet six inches. 
It can be strengthened by staying it at intervals with strong forks : or if erected 
in scrub, stumps of saplings should be'made available where practicable instead of 
driven stakes. This fence can be run up rapidly, at a cost of about £25 per mile. 

Brush Fence. — Two descriptions of this are in use ; the first being formed by 
cutting down the trees along the line of fence, laying down the butts, as well as 
any dead timber which may be lying about as a foundation ; anil making it up to a 
height of four or five feet with the brush obtained from the trees just cut down. 
This may be erected at as low a rate as £7 in thickly timbered country, and £15 in 
ordinary bush land. 

The other description of brush fence is formed by cutting down a tree ; drawing 
it by means of a strong team of bullocks on to the line ; and chopping off only such 
branches as rise to a height of over seven feet. The next tree is then drawn on and 
placed so that its branches commence to form part of the fence immediately where 
the branches of the first tree left off, and so on throughout. This fence will cost 
from £15 to £22 per mile, and being very broad, will not require "topping up" for 
several years. Division boundary fences are frequently erected of this description 
of material in Victoria, and are perfectly cattle-proof, 
P 
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DOES FARMING PAY ?

Does farming pay in Queensland ? was a query which used to be settled at short 
notice a few years ago. The immigration agents answered, of course it pays, and 
straightway launched out into a description of what a man with a large family 
would do on a small piece of land— six acres was a favorite area for a model farm 
in those days. The press backed up the idea — everybody said that farming paid, 
and what everybody said must be true, so the press, which pretended to no 
peculiar inspiration on the subject, reiterated what was considered right. And 
people came here and settled down in hopes that by-and-bye farming would pay 
them. This was all very well while growers would sell potatoes at Id. per lb. ; 
cabbages at whatever they choose to ask for them ; eggs at 2s. Gd. per dozen ; 
butter 8s. per lb. ; maize, 5s. per bushel, and anything else they would grow in 
proportion ; while flour would be bought for 16s. per 100 lbs., and all who choose 
would get work at Gs. or 7s. per day, but when the positions became changed, 
when produce fell and flour went up, and not a day's work could be had by the 
struggling man who was striving to make himself a home in the wilderness, a 
different tale went abroad, and now it can be asked with some show of reason for 
the question, Does farming pay in Queensland '! 

A correct answer to the query depends to a considerable extent upon the 
questioner's ideas concerning farming. If, as some of the books written upon 
Australia may have informed him, he believes that crops can be grown here with 
very little care, and that a few acres yield so enormously that a family can be 
supported in comfort from the produce of a very small piece of land ; if he believes 
that a man can do well as a farmer here who has no experience in the cultivating 
of the soil, and no more- capital than will buy his land and support his family for a 
year or so, then we must answer : Farming does not pay ; safely it can be stated 
that farming has as yet paid very few who have tried it under like conditions. 
Most of the failures here — and the same thing is said of all new countries — -have 
arisen from the notion that crops could be grown almost without labor and cer- 
tainly without skill. 

Time has shown wherein the mistake lay, and how farming can be made to pay. 
In the very first place it is necessary to disabuse the mind of the idea that a man 
bred to cultivate the soil in Europe has a worse chance here as a farmer than one 
who leaves a workshop or desk. In the second place, experience is not to be 
gained in a day, nor a year, unless at very heavy cost, and few are found to 
appreciate it at the price. It is true that a person used to cultivation in other 
countries may have prejudices in favor of the system to which he has been bred ; 
and it is equaliy true that many of the best cultivators in the colony scarcely ever 
handled an implement until they came here ; but the latter are men of rare intelli- 
gence and phj'sical endurance which carried them to the front, while scores fell 
behind. And now that they have succeeded, while engaging a man, when physical 
and other considerations are equal, it is seldom indeed that a preference will not 
be given to the man who has been used to farming in one farm or other. That 
shows the value put by them upon experience. If we allow that the farming 
community of Europe is as intelligent as any other portion of the population which 
is likely to settle amongst us as farmers, it is difficult indeed to conceive how the 
impression ever had existence that the circumstance of a man's being a tiller of the 
soil in another country went against him in following the same pursuit here. 

Physical endurance and a determination to use all known appliances to ensure 
crops go a long way on the road to success. It is found that the muck heap is as 
useful an auxiliary to the cultivator of the new land of Australia as it is to him 
who farms the old soils of Europe. All lands which yield heavy crops must have 
the stamina put into them, or they will not long pay the laborer for his toil. 
There may be different methods of applying manure, and different seasons of the 
year are found to answer the changed conditions under which we work ; but there 
is no system of manuring carried out here which is not known to the agriculturist 
of Europe. So it is with the system of working, in which the greatest variation 
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from European practice occurs. The means used do not differ so much from those 
of Europe, but the methods of applying them are different, and surely a man who 
has been used to farming elsewhere will as readily perceive the necessity of the 
difference as one who has no knowledge of farming implements whatever. Here 
we must have good tools if we are to have paying cultivation. To get such imple- 
ments capital is necessary. How much capital, depends entirely upon the descrip- 
tion of farming and the quantity to be done. 

Of the small farms so popular here a few years ago, very little favorable can be 
said. The seasons are but imperfectly understood, and even more wayward than 
the seasons of Europe. It is therefore dangerous to confine farming operations to a 
small limit. At least fifty acres of good, properly fenced land are necessary to 
ensure a moderate degree of success with that area of land ; with the proper tools 
to work it ; with horses and other farm stock, and no debt bearing 10 or 20 per cent, 
interest, to crush him down, the farmer of Queensland has a very fair prospect of 
doing well — not of making a fortune ; but of doing as well as men similarly 
situated in any part of the world. In whatever part of the colony he may settle, 
stock keeping must form a part of his line ; not stock for sale necessarily ; that 
branch is carried on in a way which places competition out of his power ; but cows 
for his own use, and by their aid pigs for his own use, and an occasional one for 
sale. A few amongst us are trying whether a few sheep cannot be kept profitably. 

It would be a useless task to inquire into the amount of physical labor which has 
been wasted simply from ignorance of those things with which every scientific 
farmer must be acquainted. A failure of crops has not unusually been attributed 
to climate, or season, or soil, whilst in reality the failure has arisen from a total 
ignorance of those principles which the educated European and American farmer 
possesses, and which he can apply to any crop and under any circumstances. The 
opportunities of obtaining similar knowledge are in this colony yet limited. In 
most of the older towns there .are Agricultural Societies, but their efforts have for 
the most part been confined to annual distribution of small prizes for produce, 
without much effort being made by lectures or other means, of imparting the 
knowledge so much required to render farming profitable. We believe, however, 
that a better state of things is dawning on the colony, and that before long 
societies of the nature we have alluded to will enlarge their usefulness, and become 
schools whereby the toil of the laborer will be lessened and his profits increased. 
The East Moreton and Maryborough Societies set a notable example of what can 
be done in the way of circiilating information. 



A FEW FACTS ABOUT QUEENSLAND. 



Extracted from the Pamphlet issued by the Government, entitled "Queensland as a 
Field for Emigration." 



Geography. — The Moreton Bay district was erected into a separate colony, 
under the name of Queensland, by Her Majesty's Letters Patent, June 6th, 1859, 
by which Sir George Ferguson Bowcn was appointed the first Governor. The 
boundaries were thus defined : — 

Northward of a line commencing on the sea coast at Point Danger, in latitude 
about 28 deg. 28 min. south, and following the Range thence which divides the 
waters of the Tweed, Richmond, and Clarence rivers from those of the Logan and 
Brisbane Rivers westerly to the Great Dividing Range, between the waters falling 
to the east coast and those of the River Murray ; following the Great Dividing 
Range southerly to the range dividing the waters of Tenterneld Creek from those 
of the main head of the Dumaresq River, and following that river (which is locally 
known as the Severn), downwards to its confluence with the Macintyre River ; 
thence following the Macintyre, which lower down becomes the Barwan, downward 
to the 29th parallel of south latitude, and following that parallel westerly to the 
14.1st meridian of cast longitude, which is the eastern boundary of South Aus- 



tralia, together with all and every the adjacent islands, their members and 
appurtenances in the Pacific Ocean. 

The western boundary of the colony has since been extended to the 138th 
meridian, thus including a large and valuable portion of country, the northern 
shores of which are washed by the waters of the Gulf of Carpentaria, and which 
comprehends the tract known as the Plains of Promise, and the harbor called 
"Investigator Road." Squatting runs now extend to the shores of the Gulf. 
Some time since a ship belonging to Captain Towns, sailed from Sweer's Island, 
near Burketown, on the Gulf, for London, with a cargo of pastoral produce. 

Queensland is divided into twelve large districts, viz. : — Moreton, Darling 
Downs, Burnett, Port Curtis, Maranoa, Leichhardt, Kennedy, Mitchell, Warrego, 
Gregory, Burke, and Cook. 

Climate. — Experience has shown that the climate of Queensland is not at all 
unsuited to the constitutions of Europeans. Although the new comer may rind 
the temperature unpleasantly high in the summer months, it is very seldom that 
any ill effects are experienced from the heat by persons who do not indulge in 
excesses. During the winter months the weather in Queensland is magnificent. 
The nights and mornings are cool — quite cool enough to impart a degree of 
chilliness. In the middle of the day the atmosphere is delightfully clear. It is 
stated that the climates of Brisbane and Funchal in Madeira are almost identical, 
and that is saying much in favor of the salubrity of Brisbane. Farther north, at 
Gladstone, Bowen, and Townsville, the temperature is higher : but nothing has 
been urged against the healthfulness of these towns. At Warwick and the other 
towns situated on the top of the range, the mean temperature is some degrees 
lower than it is on the coast towns ; and it is the opinion of medical men, that the 
climate of Warwick and Toowoomba is not to be surpassed anywhere. 

Produce. — The agricultural resources of Queensland are varied and extensive ; 
although it may be said that they are as yet only in the first stage of their development. 
Owing to the great diversity of climate, consequent upon the immense extent of 
territory comprised within the boundaries of the colony, nearly everything that 
grows in any part of the world can be produced here with advantage. The whole 
of the seaboard of the colony is admirably adopted for the growtli of tropical and 
semi-tropical products. 

As regards the cereals, and English fruits and vegetables produced on the farms 
situated on the Darling Downs, and exhibited at the show of the Agricultural 
Society, it may truly be said that finer samples of this kind of produce could not 
be grown anywhere Although the poover class of soil is admirably adapted for the 
successful cultivation of the vine, very few persons have thought it worth their 
while to devote their attention exclusively to this branch of agriculture. The 
fruits at present cultivated most extensively for the market, are the banana, pine- 
apple, peach, loqnat, guava, passion fruit, fig, melon, (.'ape gooseberry, orange, 
citron, lemon, and mulberry. Large quantities of bananas and pineapples are 
annually exported to the southern colonies. Very little care or trouble is required 
in order to produce any of the fruits we have enumerated, to the greatest perfec- 
tion ; and the persons who supply the market with this description of produce, 
generally keep a few milch cows, and pigs, and thus combine dairy farming with 
fruit growing. • 

That a large area of auriferous country would eventually be discovered in 
Queensland was prophesied some years since by the veteran geologist of Australia, 
the Bev. W. B. Clarke. Indications of the presence of gold and gold-bearing strata 
have been observed in every district of the colony during the past ten years ; but 
it was not until the Gympie gold field was discovered, that the colonists were 
enabled to recognise the probability that, in the course of time, the auriferous 
regions of Queensland would rival, in extent and richness, the famous gold fields 
of Victoria. 

Capital. — The aggregate assets of the live banks in the colony — exclusive of the 
Savings Bank, on the 31st December, 1807, was estimated at £8,023,221 15s. 2d., 
against liabilities amounting to £3,727,491 12s. 5d. The total amount of deposits 
held by these banks on the same date, was £3,115,61)8 7s. 3d, j and their note 
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circulation was £477,367 15s. 5 J. Innumerable opportunities are offered for the 
investment of capital in every direction. 

Education. — An endeavor has been made to assimilate the system of education 
in Queensland to the National system as carried out in Ireland. The fees are very 
low, ranging from sixpence to one-and-sixpence per week. 

Its administration is entrusted to the Board of Education, consisting of six 
members appointed by the Government, one of the Ministry being chairman. The 
property of the schools, and the lands granted for school purposes, are vested in 
this board, which has the control of the money voted for education, and the power 
to make bye-laws and regulations in connection with these schools, which must be 
in accordance with the National system of education as established here, and 
approved by the Governor. Aid is granted to schools not established by the 
Board, on their complying with certain regulations ; these are known as non- 
vested schools. 

By " The Grammar Schools Act," assistance is given by the State to the 
formation and maintenance of educational establishments of a more advanced 
character than the Primary Schools. Upon the inhabitants of any district raising 
by subscription a sum of £1,000, for the purpose of establishing a Grammar School 
in that district, the Government shall supplement it by double the amount for the 
erection of the necessary buildings ; and if the sum of £250 per annum be gua- 
ranteed for three years as school fees, by responsible parties, the Government 
shall give £500 per annum for the salaries of masters and current expenses.

The public debt of the colony on the 31st December, 1867, amounted to the sum of £3,344,000, 
of which sum £2,905,500 was created by loans, and £438,500 by Treasury bills, under the Act of 
1866. The interest on the loans amounted to £174,300, and on the Treasury bills to the sum of 
£43,850, in all £218,180, being at the rate of £2 4s. 6d. per head of the estimated mean population 
of the year.

THE WEIGHT OF MINERALS. -It is known that 1728 inches comprise one 
cubic foot, and that one cubic foot of water weighs at a temperature of 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit, 624 pounds avordupois. By ascertaining the specific gravity of say 
lead, copper, or iron, and multiplying with 624 pounds, the exact weight of one 
cubic foot of these ores is obtained ; it may also be easily ascertained how many 
cubic feet are contained in a ton of many substances ; for instance, it is known 
that one ton of sand contains 234 cubic feet, and a ton of marble or granite 104 
cubic feet ; and by these means we can also find out the capacity of certain mineral 
lands. 

It may be added, for convenience of calculation, that 27 cubit feet are equal to a 
cubic yard, and that 40 cubic feet of articles nearly equal to the specific gravity of 
water, are equal to one ton, while one ton of marble is equal to 13 - 07 cubit feet ; 
granite, 13 05 ; common cobble stone, 14 22 ; paving stone, 14 83 ; sand, 23 05 ; 
grindstones, 17 00; brick, 17 cubic feet.

WOOL SORTING. — Wool buyers in Great Britain place the wool on tables, examine handful 
after handful, and put every sort by itself. It has often been a very painful operation to open 
bale after bale and find fine and coarse fleeces and locks so jumbled together that the general ex- 
clamation was, " I will never buy another bale from that brand, if I can help it." Sorting wool 
by the growers is not so difficult, laborious, and scientific an operation, or connected with so 
much expense, as may be thought by some. The main work is to separate the head, neck, feet, 
and a portion of the belly wool, from the fleece ; and a little practice will soon enable the inexpe- 
rienced sorter to see the difference.— Twelve years' experience.

REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 

Every Birth must be registered within sixty days, and every Death within thirty days, next 
thereafter respectively, and neglect of this regulation renders the parties liable to a fine not 
exceeding £10. 

Every Minister who has celebrated a Marriage shall, within one month thereafter, transmit (In 
accordance with the Act 28 Victoria, No. 16) the original certificate to the Registrar of the Dis- 
trict ; and every Minister who shall fail to transmit the certificate to the District Registrar shall 
be liable to a fine of not less than £10, and not exceeding £50. 

In every case of Burial the minister or officiating person ought to receive from the undertaker 
or person having charge of the funeral, a certificate from the District Registrar, certifying the 
registration of the death— unless in the case of an inquest, when a certificate from the coroner 
or magistrate holding the inquest will be sufficient ; and if any dead body shall be buried without 
such certificate, the person who may bury the same, or perform any funeral or religious services 
for the burial, or who shall in any way dispose of the body, shall forthwith give notice of tho 
facts to the District Registrar. 

Undertakers are subject to a penalty of £10 for each offence, if they refuse or neglect to send 
in to the District Registrar a certificate of each burial performed by them, as soon as possible 
after the burial takes place.

REGULATIONS. 

1 . All messages will be held strictly confidential. 

2. Messages must be written with ink, in a legible manner, properly dated, and 
have a full and distinct address, with the signature of the sender. No charge for 
date, address, or signature. 

3. All ordinary messages to be paid for before transmission, except in cases of 
unusual emergency, or replies to interrogatory messages, bearing the words ' ' Reply 
paid for. " Press reports to be paid for at receiving station or on delivery. 

4. Cipher may be used in the transmission of messages, at 50 per cent, above the 
ordinary rates, but cipher words must not consist of more than two syllables. 

5. It is requested that all numbers may be expressed in words, of full length, 
and repeated in figures. Charge will be made for the words only. 

6. Messages will be transmitted in the order of their reception, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions, in which cases precedence will be given, viz. : Messages on the 
service of the state, sickness, death, or sudden emergency. 

7. When an immediate answer is required, the words " Reply paid for, answer 
immediately," should be appended to the message. Messengers delivering will, in 
such cases, be instructed to wait five minutes for reply. 

8. Every precaution will be taken to ensure the accuracy of all messages trans- 
mitted, whether important or otherwise. If desired, messages of consequence can 
be repeated from stations at which received to stations from which originally sent, 
on payment of an additional half -rate, but no responsibility will be undertaken, nor 
any claim for compensation entertained for any errors in transmission, or delay in 
delivery of messages, whether repeated or unrepeated, nor for non-transmission or 
non-delivery of messages, arising from any cause whatsoever. 

9. Messages will be delivered free within one mile of the station to which trans- 
mitted. Charges for porterage, horse, or boat hire, will be made beyond such dis- 
tance, payable by the persons to whom messages are addressed. 

10. Originals of messages transmitted, and duplicates of messages received, after 
being kept for two years, will be burned in the presence of the officers in charge of 
stations. 

11. In the event of any interruption in the working of the Electric Telegraph by 
which messages may be unusually delayed, it will be optional with the senders to 
withdraw such messages before transmission, and receive back amounts paid.

POST OFFICE ARRANGEMENTS. 



GENERAL RULES TO BE OBSERVED. 

All letters received in this Colony from any part beyond the seas that have not 
been regularly posted at the place of despatch, will be charged with the Colonial 
Ship Rates of Postage. 

All letters posted in Queensland must be prepaid, by affixing stamps. 

Any letter posted for delivery in the Colony will (if the postage stamps thereon 
be not grossly deficient in value), be forwarded and charged with double the 
postage deficient ; but if grossly deficient, the letter will be opened and returned 
to the writer. 

Any letter posted for transmission to the United Kingdom will, if bearing a sin- 
gle rate of postage, be forwarded, and charged as a line ; but if not bearing a single 
rate of postage, it will be opened and returned to the writer. 

Any letters posted for transmission to the neighbouring Colonios, and to Foreign 
Couutries (unless specially mentioned in Table B) and British Colonies generally, 
whether sent direct or through the United Kingdom, will invariably be opened 
•and retixrned to the writers, unless they bear the full amount of postage payable 
thereon. 

It is suggested that all letters intended for transmission by the Royal Mail 
contract steamers should be secured with gum or wafers, the use of sealing wax 
having been found to cause delay in separating letters, and in some instances to 
lead to addresses on envelopes being rendered illegible. 

Any person can have a letter registered by affixing on it the Registration stamp, 
in addition to the proper postage, and a receipt for the same will be given, and 
every precaution adopted to ensure its safe delivery by entering it on the Letter 
Bills, and obtaining a receipt for the same on delivery. As the Post Office, how- 
ever, is not responsible for the loss of any Idler, whether registered or otherwise, 
parties sending Bank Notes or Drafts are advised to take the number and particu- 
lars, and to cut such Notes or Drafts in halves, and to send them by different Posts. 

Letters, on being re-directed, are chargeable with a new and distinct rate of 
postage. 

UNCLAIMED LETTERS. 

Letters, if not claimed, are kept at the Post Office to which they are directed for 
a period of thirty days. If not claimed at the expiration of that time, they are 
sent to the Dead Letter Office, in order that they may Tie advertised in the Govern- 
ment Gazette. 

Queensland Letters (that is, letters posted within the Colony) if not claimed 
Within one month from the date of such publication, are returned to the writer, 
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Intercolonial Letters (that is, letters posted in any of the Australian Colonies, 
or New Zealand) if not claimed within three months from the date of such publi- 
cation, are returned unopened to the Colony from which they were received. 

British and Foreign Letters (that is, letters posted in the United Kingdom, or at 
any place beyond the Australian Colonies) if not claimed within twelve months 
from the date of such publication, are returned unopened to the Colony or Country 
from which they were received. 

RATES ON LETTERS. 

Town Letters for delivery within the limits of the City or Town in which Letters 
are posted. Not exceeding \ oz. Id. ; exceeding 4 oz. but not exceeding 1 oz., 2d. ; 
and for every oz. or fraction of an ounce, Twopence additional. 

Inland Letters for transmission between separate Post Towns within Queensland. 
Not exceeding \ oz., 2d. ; not exceeding 1 oz., 4d. ; and for every oz. or fraction 
of an oz. , Fourpence additional. 

Letters to British Colonies and Foreign Countries forwarded by private ship to 
destination, or to nearest port, as opportunity occurs. Not exceeding 4 oz. , 6d. ; 
not exceeding 1 oz., Is. ; and for every additional 4 oz. ; Sixpence. 

Letters to and from the United Kingdom. — Not exceeding 4 oz., 6d. ; exceeding 4 
oz., but not exceeding 1 oz., Is. ; exceeding 1 oz., but not exceeding 2 oz., 2s. ; 
and so on, increasing Is. for every additional ounce or fraction of an ounce. 
Letters forwarded via Marseilles are liable, in addition, to a rate of i ounce, lOd. 
1 oz., Is. 8d. ; increasing Is. 8d. for every additional ounce or fraction of an ounce. 

Registered Letters. — For the Registration of Letters a Registered Stamp of the 
value of 6d. must be affixed, in addition to the postage chargeable. 

Exemption from Postage Rates. — All Petitions or Addresses to Her Majesty, His 
Excellency the Governor, or any Member of either Executive or Legislative 
Council, not exceeding 32 oz. in weight, and without covers, or in covers open at 
the sides. 

PACKETS AND BOOKS. 

Packets of Gold transmitted within the Colony. — Not exceeding \ oz., 4d. ; ex- 
ceeding 4 oz., and not exceeding 1 oz., 8d. ; exceeding 1 oz., but not exceeding 2 
oz., Is. 4d. ; and so on, increasing 8d. for every additional ounce or fraction of an 
ounce. 

Books, Packets, <kc. — Not exceeding 4 oz., 2d. ; and Id. extra for every addi- 
tional two ounces or fraction of two ounces. 

Bankers' Parcels, containing Pass Books, sent by or to any Bank or Banker ; 
Cases or Covers, enclosing Maps or Plans transmitted by or addressed to the 
Surveyor-General or Deputy Surveyor-General ; Returns made from or to any 
Department of the Public Service, pursuant to any Law or duly authorised regu- 
lations, — will be forwarded, closed against inspection, provided they bear on the 
outside a statement of the contents, subscribed with the names and address of the 
sender ; and there shall not be in or upon any of the Packets any letter or episto- 
lary communication or intelligence, and that they do not exceed 16 oz. in weight 
(except Maps and Plans, the weight of which may extend to 3 lbs). If such 
Packets, however, are posted in covers, open at both <ands, they need not bear the 
statement in question, and the weight of any such Packet may be increased to 3 lbs. , 
as they come under the head of Book Parcels. 

Packets containing Returns of Births, Baptisms, Marriages, and Deaths, may be 
transmitted unstamped, the Postage being paid on delivery, if marked as con- 
taining such returns only, and signed by the clergyman or the District Registrar 
transmitting them. 

Packets open at each end, containing Printed Reports of the Proceedings of any 
Benevolent, Religious, or Charitable Institutions, when posted at any Post Office, 
for delivery at such office, or any place within the limits of the City or Town in 
which such Post Office is situated — not exceeding 4 oz., Id. ; and for every addi- 
tional 2 ozs. or portion of 2 ozs., Id. 
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The same regulations apply to these Packets as to those containing Bank Pass 
Books, &c. 

The Postage on all the above Packets, with the exception of Returns of Births, 
&c, must be pre-paid by stamps. 

BOOK PACKETS. 

Intercolonial Book Packets. — Not exceeding | lb., 6d. ; exceeding ^ lb., but not 
exceeding 1 lb., Is. ; and soon, increasing 6d. for every additional | lib. or portion 
of a 4 lb. 

Inland Book Packets. — Not exceeding 4 ozs., 2d. ; and Id. extra for every addi- 
tional 2 ozs, or fraction of 2 ozs. 

The United Kingdom via SoutJiampton, Malta, and Gibraltar. — Not exceeding 
4 ozs. 4d. ; above 4 ozs., and not exceeding 8 ozs., 8d. ; above 8 ozs., and not 
exceeding 12 ozs., Is. ; 12 ozs., and not exceeding 1 lb., Is. 4d. ; and so on, in- 
creasing 4d. for every additional 4 ozs. , or portion of 4 ozs. up to 3 lbs. 

For the United Kingdom via Marseilles. — Not exceeding 4 ozs. 6d. ; above 4 ozs., 
and not exceeding 8 ozs., Is. ; above 8 ozs. and not exceeding 12 ozs., Is. 6d. ; 
above 12 ozs., and not exceeding 1 lb., 2s. ; and for every additional 4 ozs., or 
portion of 4 ozs. , 6d. , up to 3 lbs. 

The following are included under the above heading : — 

All Books, whether printed, written, or plain, or any mixture of the three ; pho- 
tographs upon paper, and printed circulars of every description ; publications or 
compilations, whether in print or in manuscript ; almanacs, prints, maps, whether 
on paper or canvass, or cloth, and whether printed or written, or any mixture of 
the two ; and any description of paper, parchment, or vellum, whether printed, 
written upon, or plain, or any mixture of the three ; with any binding, mounting, 
or covering of, or upon, or belonging to any book, or publication, or work, or any 
portion thereof, or of or belonging to any paper, parchment, or vellum, and any 
cases or rollers of prints or maps, book-markers, pencils, pens, or other articles 
usually appertaining to any such book, publication, or work, paper, parchment, or 
vellum, or necessary for its safe transmission. 

The following are the Rules which must be attended to in the transmission of 
Book Parcels : — 1. No packet shall exceed two feet in length, and one foot in width 
or depth. — No packet shall exceed three pounds in weight. — 3. "With the above 
limitations a packet may contain any number of separate books, almanacs, maps, 
or prints, and any quantity of paper, vellum, or parchment. — 4. Every packet shall 
be sent open at the ends or sides, and there shall be no letter either closed or open, 
nor any enclosure, sealed or otherwise, closed against inspection, sent in or with 
any such packet, nor shall there be any letter, or any communication in the nature 
of a letter, written or printed on the cover or envelope of any such packet. 5. The 
name and address of the sender may appear on the cover as well as those of the 
party addressed, but this is not indispensible. — 6. Should a packet be posted 
unpaid, or with a pre-payment of less than a single rate, or be enclosed in a cover 
not open at the ends or sides, or should it exceed the dimensions or weight specified, 
such packet will be sent to the Dead Letter Office, and returned to the writer. — 7. 
Should any letter, either sealed or open, or otherwise closed against inspection, be 
found in a Book Packet, such letter or other enclosure will be forwarded, charged 
not only with the postage due upon it as an unpaid letter, but also with an addi- 
tional single Book Post Rate. The packet itself, in such case, will be forwarded, 
provided the postage shall have been duly paid, without any extra charge. — 8. 
Where a book Packet shall have been posted, and insufficiently pre-paid, and it 
shall appear that at least a single rate has been paid thereon, such packet will be 
forwarded, charged with an additional postage equal to the deficiency, and a further 
rate as a fine. 

PATTERNS AND SAMPLES. 

The same general regulations that exist in the case of book packets are applica- 
ble to patterns and samples of merchandiae ; in addition to which, the following 
conditions must be strictly adhered to in the case of the latter :— 

* — r.\ — * • — — - -•• 
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1. No packet shall exceed two feet in length and one foot in width and depth. 

2. No packet shall exceed three pounds in weight. 

3. The patterns must be of no intrinsic value. 

This rule excludes all articles of a saleable nature, and, indeed, whatever may 
have a value of its own, apart from its mere use as a pattern ; nor must the quan- 
tity of any material sent ostensibly as a pattern be so great that it could fairly be 
considered as having on this ground an intrinsic value. 

4. The patterns must not bear any writing other than the address of the persons 
for whom they are intended, a manufacturer's, or trade mark, numbers, and the 
prices of articles. 

5. The patterns must be sent in covers open at the ends, so as to be easy of 
examination. 

Samples, however, of seeds, drugs, and so forth, which cannot be sent in open 
covers, may be enclosed in bags of linen or other material ; but closed bags, 
although transparent, must not be used for this purpose. 

6. No article likely to injure the contents of the mail bags, or the person of any 
officer of the Post Office, will be forwarded as a pattern. 

7. Metal, nails, watch machinery, cutlery, and other articles of intrinsic value, 
cannot be forwarded to or through France. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

Newspapers are transmitted within the Colony free of charge if posted within 
seven days from the date of publication ; if posted after that period, they are 
subject to a charge of one penny. 

Newspapers received from beyond the Colony, stitched in monthly parts, are 
(when re-posted) subjected to the charge of one penny for every number contained 
therein. 

Newspapers for the United Kingdom are chargeable with one penny each, if 
intended for transmission via Marseilles. 

Newspapers for the neighbouring Colonies, and for all places beyond the seas not 
already specified, are transmitted free of charge, and all newspapers from such 
places received in the Colony are delivered without charge ; but if re-posted in the 
Colony, one penny each must be prepaid. 

The postage on all Newspapers must be paid by affixing on the Newspapers 
stamps of sufficient value, and no Newspaper will be forwarded unless it bears the 
full amount of Postage. 

Conditions. — To be sent without a cover, or in a cover open at the sides. Except 
the name and address of the person to whom sent, there must be no other word or 
communication, letter, character, figure, or number, written, printed, or otherwise 
marked on the Newspapers posted. 

MONEY ORDERS. 

Money Orders may be obtained and made payable at the offices in the Tables of 
Mails, marked with an asterisk,* and at the undermentioned places, or as follows, 
on the following charges : — Queensland : For any sum not exceeding £5, 6d. ; ex- 
ceeding £5, but not exceeding £10, Is. Intercolonial : — New South Wales, New 
Zealand, South Australia, Tasmania, Victoria, Western Australia — For any sum 
not exceeding £5, Is. ; exceeding £5 but not exceeding £10, 2s. British : At any 
Money Order Office in the United Kingdom— For any sum not exceeding £2, Is. ; not 
£5, 2s. 6d. ; not exceeding £7, 3s. 6d. ; and not exceeding £10, 5s. 

No Money Order will be issued for a larger sum than Ten Pounds. 

Money Orders must be obtained between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. The 
Money Order Office, at the General Post Office, will be kept open until 6 p.m. the 
day previous to the despatch of the Mails for the United Kingdom, via Suez ; but 
no Money Orders will be issued on the day of closing the English Mail unless that 
Mail should be despatched in the evening.

PRIVATE BAGS. — Settlers upon Mail routes requiring the accommodation of a Private Bag, 
can obtain the same upon payment (in advance; of a sum not exceeding Two Guineas per annum 
to the Postmaster who has to make up the bag, subject to the following regulations, viz. : — 

(1. ) The bag must be of leather, and provided at the cost of the person requiring it. (2. ) The 
Postmaster will close and seal it securely before despatching it ; and it must be returned in like 
manner, sealed with some seal the impression of which is known by the Postmaster. (3.) The 
bag may contain letters for all persons who give written authorities to the Postmaster to enclose 
them ; the person paying for the private bag is responsible for the postage of all unpaid letters, 
and for the receipts for all those which may be registered.

— There shall be paid at every port of 
the colony, at which there is a pilot's establish- 
ment, a pilotage rate upon every vessel of four- 
pence per ton, upon her arriving at and departing 
from such port ; such rate shall in no case be 
less than two pounds ten shillings for the port 
of Moreson Bay, nor less than one pound ten 
shillings for any other port.

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CASTOR OIL FLA NT. — The Castor oil plant grows with luxuriance in this country, In many 
places ripening its fruit without any attention whatever. It is not as universally known as it 
deserves to be, that castor oil is as useful in the trades as it is as a medicine. When hoots and 
shoes are greased with it the oil will not interfere with the polishing afterwards, as is the case 
with lard, 'olive, or any other oil. Leather belts for transmitting motion in machinery will usually 
last three or five years, according to the wear and tear they are exposed to ; when greased with 
castor oil they will last ten years or more, as they always remain flexible and do not crack. 
Besides this advantage, castor oil will prevent slipping. It is necessary, however, to wait 24 hours, 
till the oil has disappeared from the surface and penetrated the leather, otherwise the freshly- 
greased surface will cause slipping. That rats and other vermin detest anything impregnated 
with castor oil,'and will not touch it, is another advantage.

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TO FIND THE WEIGHT OF HAY CONTAINED IN A STACK. — Multiply the length of the 
stack by its breadth, and multiply the result by its height, all in feet ; divide the total by 27, 
which will give the number of square yards ; this multiply by 6, 8, or 9, according to the age of 
the hay (six stone of new hay, 8 stone of oldish hay, and 9 stone of old hay go to a square yard), 
and the product will be the weight In stones. In measuring the height allow off two-thirds of the 
amount of feet from the eaves to the top. Thus, say a stack is 30 feet long and 20 broad, this 
multiplied is 000 feet, the height to the eaves 8 feet, from the eaves to the top 3 feet ; take of this 
last 1, and add it to the 1=9, then multiply GOO by 9=5,490; then 5,500 divided by ^.27 gives 200 
square yards, and 200 multiplied by c makes 1,200 stones of new hay. 
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WEIGHT OF CATTLE. — Measure round the animal close behind the shoulder, then along the 
back, from the fore part of the shoulder blade to the bone at the tail. Multiply the square of the 
girt by five times the length, both expressed in feet. Divide the result by 21, and you have the 
weight of the four quarters, in stones of 14 lbs. Tims, if the girt be 64 feet, multiply it by 0i, 
making 425, feet— then if the length be 51 feet, multiply by 5, making 201 feet : next multiply the 
results, 42J by 261, and you have 1109 1-10 ; this divided by 21, gives 52 stones 11 lbs. as nearly as 
possible. In very fat cattle, the weight is about a twentieth more than that ascertained in this 
manner, while very lean ones weigh about a twentieth less. The quarters are little more than 
half the weight of the animal. The skin weighs about the eighteenth, and the tallow about thg 
twelfth of the beast. 
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BURNS AND SCALDS.— When slight and limited, approach injured part to the fire, and, after 
some aggravation, pain will cease. Where too painful and extensive for this, apply picked cotton, 
or split wadding, as a better remedy for local application. Do not apply cold water ; Castile soap 
best general remedy. Scrape requisite quantity, make into thick lather, with addition of luke- 
warm water, spread upon strips of linen to thickness of sixth of an inch. Care must be taken that 
the soap is in immediate contact with the whole of the injured surface. The dressing may be 
renewed once in twenty-four hours, until the cure is effected. When nothing else is at hand, 
immediate suffering will be relieved by strewing flour on the part. Diet light, and no stimulants. 

POULTRY.— What is true of poultry keeping in other countries is equally true in Queensland. 
They want to be well housed, not left to the mercy of the elements, by roosting on trees, as is 
commonly the case. Some sorts want plenty of grazing ground ; all want to be regularly fed and 
kept moderately clean. Persons who attend to these rules have uo great difficulty in producing 
splendid poultry, * 
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SCALE FOR SHEEP FARMING.— A writer in the Australasian solves the question asito 
whether sheep-farming on a small scale will pay, as follows :— On a single section of land, if a man 
goes about it the right way, he need scarcely fear the result. If the section is well sheltered 
breeding should be pursued ; if it is rich, volcanic soil, fattening wethers will be the most profit, 
able. At present we will consider the probable result of breeding lambs. Let us suppose the case 
of a man who has been the fortunate selector of 640 acres of land adapted to sheep-breeding, and 
possessed of a capital of £500. His first outlay is to build a hut, which should not cost him more 
than £20 ; he then buys 100 hurdles, which will cost him £15, and lays in a twelve mouths' supply 
of Hour, tea, sugar, and other necessaries, which will cost him about £50, making in all £35. 
Having arranged these preliminaries, Ue purchases GOO good six-tooth ewes, with ten ranis,

DIPTHERIA.— Dr. Watson Campbell communicates to the Edinburgh Medical Journal some 
results of the treatment of diptheria by the employment of a gargle of permanganate of potash, 
which appear more successful than have hitherto been attained by other remedies. The strength 
used was one grain of the permanganate to two ounces of water, and iron and port wine were at 
the same time given internally. Of twenty-three cases of diptheria which occurred in Dr. 
Campbell's practice before he used the permanganate of potash gargle, ten died ; and of thirteen 
who recovered four had paralysis to a greater or less extent. On the other hand, of twelve cases 
which have occurred since, none died, and only two have had paralysis. The success of this 
treatment affords good ground for believing that the disease is at its commencement local ; a view 
confirmed by the fact that the more rapidly the local disease was removed, thejless the liability to- 
constitutional symptoms. 
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DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A WILL. 

A Will cannot bo made in language too simple or concise ; it must be written 
with ink, on paper or parchment, and if contained on one sheet, must be signed at 
the end, by the Testator, in the presence of two or more witnesses ; and if written 
on more than one sheet, the testator and the witnesses had better sign each sheet. 

The witnesses (b) must rigidly comply with every particular required by the 
Attestation Clause, at the end of which clause they must sign their names (c). 

'J'he signature of the testator must be acknowledged by him, in the presence of 
the witnesses ; and in order that this may be properly done he must (after having 
signed the Will) take it in his hand and say, " I acknowledge this to be my last Will 
and Testament, and recpiest you to witness it." To avoid the evils of intestacy, 
the following form may suffice as a general guide ; but others properly prepared for 
filling up and signing, with the various conditions hereinafter described, can gen- 
erally be procured from respectable stationers.

A Codicil to a Will is to be made with the same regulations as the Will itself, and 
may be written thus : — 

This is a Codicil to my last Will and Testament, bearing date the day of 

18 , and which I direct be taken as part thereof. [ give, devise, and 
bequeath, &c. As witness my hand this day of 

Obliterations or alterations of any sort in a Will ought, if possible, to be avoided 
as dangerous ; and when of necessity made, ought to be signed by the Testator 
and Witnesses in the margin, or as near to the alterations as possible, and the 
alterations specially noticed in the Attestation Clause as having been made before 
the Will was signed. 

Marriage after making a Will renders the will void. 

If a person wish to dispose of all his property in one gift, the words "all my real 
and personal estate" may be used. 

It is not indispensable for a Witness to know the contents of a Will, which may 
be so folded as to prevent any other part than the . Signature and Attestation 
Clause being read. 

It may be useful to remark that Personal Property left without a Will is divis- 
ible as under. 

If the deceased leave Children and no Widow, the whole property is to be divi- 
ded equally among the Children. 

If he leave a Widow and Child or Children, the formor is entitled to one-third, t 
and the latter to the remaining two-thirds. 

If he leave a Widow and no Child, the former is entitled to half, and the next of 
Kin to the remainder, as under : — 

A father, the whole amount. 

If no Father, a Mother, Brothers and Sisters, or their issue, equal portions. 
If none, Uncles, Aunts, Nephews, and Nieces, equal portions, etc. 

(b ) These must be parties not interested in the Will, or their claim to such interest becomes for- 
feited. 

(c) In all cases where a name is given it is necessary to describe fully and clearly the Christian 
name, surname, residence, and trd.de or profession, ifce. 

(d) The Residue becomes the Property of the next of Kin, xcnlcss otherwise provided for.

All claims for enrolment upon the electoral roll for the district in which the 
voter may happen to reside, must be forwarded to the chief (Jlcrk of Petty Sessions 
in each district, on or before the 1st of February in each year. 

ELECTORAL QUALIFICATIONS. 

Every man twenty-one years of age, who is either a natural born or naturalized 
subject of Her Majesty ; and who is cither — 

Owner of a freehold worth £100 above all charges and encunibcrances, and which 
has been held in possession six months previous to the time of registration. [This 
latter proviso obtains also in connection with the qualifications arising from house- 
holds, salary, board and lodging.] 

Occupier of a house or tenement of the annual value of £10 ; 

Leaseholder to the annual value of £10, whose lease has not less than three years 
to run at the time of registration ; 

Leaseholder to the amount aforesaid, three years of whose lease has expired pre- 
vious to registration ; 

Holder of a pastoral license from the Crown ; 

Receiving a salary of £100 a-year ; or 

Paying £40 a-year for board and lodging ; or £10 a-year for lodgings only.
